No. F. 0(8)|48-P&D. — The following draft rules 
which the Chief Commissioner proposes to make in exercise 
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of the powers conferred under Section 21 of the Punjab 
Primary Education Act, 1940, being Act XVIII of 1940, 
as applied to Delhi Province, is published as required by 
the said sub-section for the information of all persons like- 
ly to be affected thereby, and notice is hereby given that 
the said draft will be taken into consideration after a 
period of one month from the date of its publication. 
Any objections or suggestions which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft before the afore- 
said date will be considered by the Chief Commissioner.

Rules. 

1. The District Inspector of Schools shall act as the 
School Attendance Authority for such areas where com- 
pulsion is introduced under sub clause (3), article 1, Part 
I of the said Act, (Article 14, Part II). 

2. The Superintendent of Education will inform the 

public that it is an offence under articles 8, 12, 13, 16, 18, 

19 of the said Act, for parents, guardians and employers 

of children between 6 and 8 years of age residing in the 

compulsory area to neglect to send them to a recognised 

school for Primary Education. Education will be free m 

accordance with article 11 of the Act. 

* 

3. Each scholar of compulsory age attending a reeoguis- 
ed school will he required to attend school for at least 
three hours in working day and for at least 75 per cent, 
of the working days during the month under sub-clause 2, 
article 8 of the Act. 

4(a) A list of scho’ars, who will he op compulsory 
school age, on the 1st of April following shall be publish- 
ed for the area for which it meant by the Superintendent 
of Education or such person or persons as may be authoris- 
ed by him, in the month of February each year, showing 
separately those already in attendance at schools and 
those not so in attendance, and necessary copies of it shall 
be supplied to every headmaster of a recognised Primary 
School in that area. No chancre in it .shall be made except 
on the authority and under Ihe initials of the Sunoririten- 
f lent of Education or such person or persons as mav rv 
authorised by him. 

4(h) For the academic year 1948-49. the list of scholars, 
who w 'll be of compulsory age on the 1st September. 1918. 
shall be published foe the area for which it is meant, by 
the Superintendent of Education, or such person or per 
sons as authorised bv him. in the month of October, 1948, 
showing separately those already in attendance at schools 
and those not so in attendance. 

5. The Superintendent of Education will appoint one 
or more officers to he called the ‘School Attendance Officers.' 
whose duty it shall he to prepare and to revise periodical- 
ly the lists of scholars liable to attend school under the Act, 
to make personal enquiries into the case of any parent or 
guardian who fails to send his child or ward of compul- 
sory age to school, or mjv person other than the parent or 
guardian, who after due warning continues to employ 
such scholar during the prescribed hours of attendance, 
in accordance with articles 8, 12, 13, 16, 18 and 19 of the 
Act, to report such cases to Superintendent of Education 
or such person or persons as authorised by him, and to 
issue warning on behalf of the School Attendance 
Authority, to defaulting parent, guardian or employer, in 
accordance with article 15 of the Act. 

6. It shall be incumbent on the parents of the scholars 
of compulsory age to supply correct information to the 
attendance officer with regard to the age, etc., of such 
scholar. 

7. The Superintendent of Education or such person 
authorised by him, shall prescribe the course and standard 
of education, and no change shall he made except on the 
authority and under the initials of the Superintendent of 
Education or such persons authorised by him, 

8. Should a scholar not appear at the School within 7 
days of the day appointed for his admission, or should a 
scholar already admitted, be absent from school for more 
than seven days without legitimate reason, the Head- 
masted of the school shall notify the fact to the School at- 
tendance authority.

9. Whether the School Attendance authority has reason- 
to believe that the guardian or parent of a compulsory 
scholar is not causing the scholar to attend school in accord- 
ance with the provision of the act or any person is employ- 
ing a compulsory scholar during prescribed hours of at- 
tendance at school, it shall issue a written warning to him 
throirgli the attendance Office of that area, to cause such 
scholar to attend school or to discontinue employment of 
such scholar, as the case may be, within one week after the 
receipt of such warning, under article 15 of the said act. 

10. The School Attendance Officer for the area with the 
help of the Enforcement Assistant and on the authority 
and under the initials of Superintendent of Education or 
such person as authorised by him, shall file and conduct 
all prosecutions uuder articles 12, 13, 18, 19 cf the said 
Act, 

11. No court shall take cognisance of any offence under 
articles 12, 13, 18, 19 of the Act, except upon complaint 
by the Superintendent of Education or such person as 
authorised by him, and unless a warning has keen given 
and not complied with. 

12. Any parent or guardian 'who neglects to comply 
with the provisions of articles 12 and 18 of the Act, shall 
on conviction by a Magistrate be punishable with fine 
npto the extent of fifteen rupees. 

13. Any person other than parent or guardian of a 
compulsory scholar, who neglects to comply with the pro- 
visions of articles 13 and 19 of the Act, shall on convic- 
tion by a Magistrate, be punishable with a fine upto the 
extent of Rupees twenty five.
